So do es Lao s, where he rep o rts dissen sio n an d 
Co mmu n ist in filtratio n To Man sfield the o n ly b rig ht 
sp o t Is Camb o dia, where the Fren ch hav e g iv en the 
p eo p le real in dep en den ce. 
The Fren ch held In do chin a as a co lo n y fo r almo st 
100 y ears, an d they did n o t p rep are the Vietn amese 
fo r in dep en den ce b y train in g them as admin istrato rs 
o r so ldiers who co u ld ru n an d p ro tect the co u n try 
if an d when it g o t in dep en den ce. 
Ho Chi Min h, leader o f the Vietmin h, clo aked his 
Co mmu n ism u n der n atio n alism, p ro misin g the Viet­ 
n amese freedo m fro m the Fren ch. The Fren ch still 
didn ’t realize that their day in In do chin a was o v er. 
The resu lt: Millio n s o f Vietn amese, fed u p with 
Fren ch co lo n ialism, g av e their sy mp athy o r activ e 
su p p o rt to the Vietmin h. So the Fren ch fo u g ht with­ 
o u t u n ited Vietn amese b ackin g . 
The o n ly way in which the Fren ch co u ld hav e wo n 
their war writh the Vietmin h, in Man sfield’s v iew, was 
b y meetin g two co n ditio n s which he co n sidered es- 
sen tal: 
1 They had to g iv e the Vietn amese fu ll in dep en ­ 
den ce to o ffset the p u ll b y the Vietmin h who p ro mised 
freedo m. 
2 There had to b e dev elo p ed amo n g the n o n -Co m- 
mu n ist Vietn amese a cap acity to su b merg e their 
factio n al, p erso n al an d sectarian in terests in the 
larg er in terests o f their co u n try . 
What then was the cau se o f failu re in In do chin a? 
Man sfield, the b est in fo rmed man in the Sen ate o n 
that co u n try , say s: 
“ If there was o n e o v erridin g cau se o f the failu re, 
it is to b e fo u n d in the disto rted emp hasis g iv en to 
the cap acity o f military measu res alo n e to b rin g 
ab o u t an en d to the Co mmu n ist adv an ce in In do ­ 
chin a. . . 
“ What was lackin g in the situ atio n was n o t mili­ 
tary p o wer b u t a so u n d p o litical su b stru ctu re fo r this 
p o w'er which co u ld o n ly hav e b een b u ilt b y fu lfillin g 
the two co n ditio n s p rev io u sly discu ssed in dep en den ce 
an d an en d to factio n al disp u tes in Viet Nam.”

F or Propaganda 


WASHINGTON Oil — Secretary 
of Defense Wilson, avowedly hope­ 
ful he is done campaigning, re­ 
turned 
to the capital

night with echoes of his now-fa­ 
mous remark about dogs still in 
the political air. 
Two of his best-known critics 
voiced satisfaction at the outcome 
of the incident, but the Moscow 
radio seized on Wilson’s remarks 
and berated him as a cy nical “ cap­ 
italist.” 
And Sen. Sparkman of Alabama, 
Democratic vice presidential nom­ 
inee in 1952, disputed the conten­ 
tion of Wilson and other high Re­ 
publican figures that the whole 
flurry stemmed from a distorted 
interpretation. 
Sparkman said in a statement 
that critics didn’t need to distort 
the secretary ’s words — “ They do 
the damage.
